Upon reconsideration and in view of the action which follows herein, the 
requirennent to elect species is hereby withdrawn. 



Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-43 are, drawn to a rotary disk refiner and plate segment, 
classified in class 241 , subclass 261 .2. 

II. Claims 44-64 are, drawn to a method of making a refiner plate segment, 
classified in class 29, subclass 407.01.
